INCREASED ACREAGE AND YIELD. 


At Least One-third More Surplus than 
Last Year. 


PEACH CROP ALMOST A TOTAL FAILURE. 


Other Fruits Promise a Good Average 
Yield.

VOLO COUNTY. 
W o o d la n d , July 14th— The farmers in Yo­ 
la county are now in the midst of their wheat 
harvest, and almost invariably report better 
crops than were expected. There will be 
considerably more than ever before raised in 
one season in this county. As compared with 
last year the average is at least 10 per cent, 
greater, and the yield 20 per cent more, while 
the quality is a good average. The quantity 
of wheat in Yolo for 1880 will not vary far 
from 42,000 to 43,000 tons. The price now 
offered at Woodland and Madison is 81 25 to 
81 35 per cental, which are extreme outside 
figures. 
YUBA COUNTY. 
M a h y s v ille , July 14th.—The farmers in 
this section are now engaged in harvesting 
the best crop had in ten years. 
The grain is 
full and plump. 
The acreage in Sutter 
county is about ten per cent, more than last 
year, the average yield being about twenty- 
five bushels to the acre. 
lu an interview a 
leading Sutter county farmer says that he is 
now thrashing, and. his summer-fallqwed 
grain yields a fraction less than fifty bushels 
to the acre. This, of course, is exceptional. 
The Bear river section, Yuba connty, suffered 
disastrously from overflow, previously to 
which the prospect was excellent for a yield 
of thirty bushels per acre. 
Other portions of 
the county will average well. 
The principal 
crops here are wheat and barley. 
MONTEREY COUNTY. 
S a lin a s , July 14th.—There are about 170,­ 
000 acres of grain in Monterey county this 
year, three-fourths of which is wheat and the 
remainder barley and mustard—chiefly bar­ 
ley. 
The average yield will be about ten 
centals per acre, 
l ’robably one-half of the 
wheat will be of good quality, and the other 
half more or less shrunken. 
The wheat har­ 
vest is just commencing in the Salinas val­ 
ley. 
PLACEE COUNTY. 
L incoln, July 14 th.—Harvesting in this 
county is now in full blast, and farmers gen­ 
erally are happy over the bountiful yield and 
good quality of the product. The late north 
winds did not injure the grain as was at first 
thought. 
Reports come in from every quar­ 
ter that the yield is over an avc-rage, and the 
grain clean and unshrunken. 
The acreage is 
10 to 15 per cent, more than in former sea-, 
eons, and the yield per acre is all of 10 per 
cent, more than an average. 
The crop is 
principally wheat, only enough barley and 
oats being raised fcr home use. 
The hottest 
weather of the Beason is now being felt, the 
thermometer marking from 00 to 102’ in the 
shade daily. 
EL DOBADO COUNTY. 
P l a c e r v i l le , July 14th.—The grain crops 
are generally good. 
The grape crop is first- 
rate, aud the fruit crop good, except peaches 
and apricots. 
AMADOR COUNTY. 
Io n e , July 14th.—A few crops have been 
thrashed here. 
Wheat and barley are both 
slightly shrunken, and the yield is not so 
good as last year, but the acreage of wheat is 
a little greater. The hay is housed in fine 
condition and the yield good. The apple and 
plum crop is good, but no peaches of any con­ 
sequence. 
SAX JOAQUIN COUNTY. 
S to c k to n , July 14th.—The wheat crop in 
San Joaquin county this year is variously 
estimated at from 115,000 to 120,000 tons. 
The yield per acre is in excess of the esti­ 
mates made four weeks ago, and its quality 
far exceeds expectations. 
This year re­ 
claimed laxls produce wheat instead of bar­ 
ley, as last year. The wheat acreage is upon 
a fair calculation about 10,000 acres. The 
harvest is in full blast, and it will be a week 
or two before anything like an accurate esti­ 
mate of the total yield can be made. 
8ANTA CLARA COUNTY. 
San J o s e , July 14th,—A Herald reporter 
to-day interviewed a prominent grain mer­ 
chant in regard to the wheat crop in Santa 
Clara county, who said it will probably yield 
1,200,000 centals of wheat. There is a bet­ 
ter crop of wheat in the ground to-day than 
there has been for the past twenty-five years. 
Twenty five per cent, is more or less shrunk­ 
en, and the balance good. The probable 
yield of wheat per acre will be twelve cen­ 
tals. 
The bailey crop is considerably less 
than last year, and of a poorer quality. 
It 
will be about thirty per cent, less than last 
year. 
SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 
S a n ta B a r b a r a , July 14th.—Katimated 
crops of Santa Barbara county for 1SS0: 
Eighty thousand acres of wheat, and 30 bush­ 
els per acre ; total, 2,400.000 bushels. Thirty 
thousand acres of barley, with 30 bushek av­ 
erage per acre ; total, 000,000 bushels. There 
is an average acreage of maize and beans, but 
as yet not sufficiently’ advanced to estimate 
the crop. The fruit crop, except grapes, is 
limited. 
The grapes áre looking well at this 
time. 
KERN COUNTY. 
B a k e b s e ie ld , July 14th.—There is an acre­ 
age of 40. tlOO acres of wheat, average yield 20 
bushels ; 9,000 acres of barley, average yield 
SO bunhels ; 8,000 of corn, average yield 40 
bushels. The condition of the grain and all 
other crops, including fruit, is excellent. The 
yield is the best and largest the county ever 
liad. 
SAN BENITO COUNTY. 


H o li.is t e b . July 14th.—1Through the kind­ 
ness of Assessor Dowdy, your reporter }iaa 
the following crop statistic! of San Benito 
county: 
Number of acres cultivated to 
grain, 48,000, of which 40,000 is wheat, ">,000 
more than last year. The average yield of 
wheat and barley is 12 centals to the acre. 
The wheat is middling, the barley poor, but 
the hay is good, 
ALAMEDA COUNTY. 
O a k la n d , July 14th.—The grain and hay 
crops of Alameda county the present season 
promise to be far in excess of any former 
year. 
The magnificent farms in the Liver­ 
more valley and Murray township never ap­ 
peared to better advantage than at present. 
A fully 30 per cent, greater yield will be re­ 
alized 
this year than e.’er before. 
The 
wheat, barley and oats are full-grained, 
free from rust and promise splendidly in 
the valley. In Washington township the 
crops are equally large and of good quality. 
On the lowlands great quantities of excellent 
hay are gathered in stacks, and the farmers 
are confident of a prosperous season. S. Huff 
of San I.eandro, and his brother in the Liver 
more valley, Mr. Lemon of Murray, and other 
large farmers in Washington, Eden and Mur­ 
ray, all testify to the excellence of the crop 
prospects. 
The grain fields of Wm. Meek, 
in Eden, near Haywards, were never in liet- 
ter condition than at present. The fruit crop 
of this county’, as a whole, is smaller than 
last season, owing to the heavy and late rains. 
Otherwise everything" points to » prosperous 
year for the granaries. 
SHASTA COUNTY. 
S h a s ta , July 14th.—The crops in Shasta 
county, as far as the southern part is con­ 
cerned, are very good, but in other portions 
are very slim, and will not amount to more 
than one-half a crop. There are about 40,000 
acres eown, mostly in wheat and barley. The 
wheat predominates. 
The quality is very 
good. The weather is very warm and sultry, 
the thermometer standing to-day at 104’ in 
the shade. 
VENTURA COCXTT. 
San B u e n a v e n tu ra , July 14th.—In this 
county wheat, flax, canary seed, and barley 
are now being harvested. 
All promised a 
magnificent crop, but the dry northers have 
diminished the yield of each in weight. 
Of 


barley but little has been sown, most of the 
farmers having turned their attention to more 
remunerative 
products. 
The 
acreage of 
wheat will lie about, four times 
that of 
preceding years, while 5,000 acres of flax 
seed are being harvested, against about 1.000 
in previous years. 
The corn and Wan crops 
are coming on finely, the usualcut-worm and 
wire-worm having failed to put in an appear 
ance, the larvae of both having probably 
perished during the cold rain on last spring 
The fruit crop, though late, is above the 
average, and dried nectarines, prunes, plums, 
apricots, apples, etc., will soon be placed on 
the San Francisco market. The honey season 
seems to W practically over, the flowers hav­ 
ing ripened and died, anil the cool and foggy 
mornings and evenings preventing the bees 
from working upon the white sage. 
SANTA CRUZ COUNTY. 
S a n ta C ru z, July 14th.—The condition, 
quantity aud quality of the grain in the 
neighborhood of Santa Cruz and Soquel is 
unusally good, and the vine men say their 
grape yield is heavy, but a little late. 
SISKIYOU COUNTY. 
Y r e k a , July 14th.—The grain crops are 
rather light this season, owing to the cold 
and dry north winds 
during the spring 
months. 
In Scott valley there will be little 
more than half a crop, and about the same in 
Shasta valley ; but at Little Shasta the cmps 
are a good average. 
The fact of flour having 
advanced in price indicates that the crops 
are much shorter than usual. 
The hay crop 
is up to an average, and sells at low figures. 
The fruit crop is about as large as any we 
have ever had, and fruit will be abundant 
and cheap. 
MENDOCINO COUNTY. 
U kiah, July 14tb.—The crop prospect will 
not meet the expectation of a month ago. 
Wheat will not yield as well as last year. 
Barley may be heavier, or about the same as 
last year. 
More acres were sown, but the 
yield is pot as good as the last crop. The 
north wind affected the grain some. 
SAN LUIS OBISPO COUNTY. 
San L uis Obispo, July 14th.—The best 
authorities estimate the present grain crop of 
this county at from 500,00(1 to 800,000 cen­ 
tals ; the relative proportion is about one- 
fifth barley and four fifths wheat. Condition 
and quality No. 1. The average yield per 
acre of wheat is from 15 to 20 centals, barley 
from 20 to 35. 
The Nipona ranch alone will 
yield over 100 000 centals, mostly wheat. 
Barley thrashed 
near, this city recently 
yielded—Chevalier. 55 bushels; common. 65. 
There is a large acreage of Hax, which is in 
good condition, aud will yield well. The 
acreage in all parts is many "times larger, and 
the quality much better than in any preced­ 
ing year. 
BUTTE COUNTY. 
Chiuo, July 14th.—The harvest is well 
under way in this county, and turning out 
very much better than was expected; in fact 
it is generally believed that this will be the 
banner year in Butte county. 
The quality 
of the grain Í3 lietter than formerly, and in 
some instances 35 bushels to the acre will be 
the yield, but it is estimated b>’ some that a 
little over 20 bushels will be the average. 
■ 
STANISLAUS COUNTY. 
M o d e sto , July 14th.—The farmers are 
busily engaged cutting their wheat, and some 
few are thrashing. Those who have thrashed 
are agreeablysurprised at the yield, which will 
average about 18 bushels per acre—the largest 
ever had in this valley. 
With a third more 
acreage sown, will have the largest crop ever 
produced in Stanislaus county, and of good 
quality. 
Thermometer 105° in the shade, 
with hot north wind. 
TULARE COUNTY. 
V is a lia , July 14th.—The grain crops in 
many localities are somewhat shrunken by 
the prevailing north winds, but is yielding 
beyond expectations. The estimates received 
by the Delta from twenty localities places the 
yield of wheat at 21 bushels to the acre, and 
barley 31. Of the total acreage about one- 
fifth is sown to barley. 


MERCED COUNTY. 
M e rc e d , July 14th.—The harvest is pro­ 
gressing favorably, there being an abundance 
of machinery and help to complete gathering 
the entire crop by the first or middle of Sep­ 
tember. 
Careful inquiry elicits the following 
facts : The most favored localities will yield 
from 15 to 25 bushels of v. heat to the acre, 
and the barley crop is proportionately higher, 
say from 20 to 35 bushels per acre. The ag­ 
gregate of land cultivated in wheat in Merced 
county this year is about 500,000 acres, and 
in barley about 100,C00. About 40,000 acres 
of the wheat and barley area is irrigated, all 
of which will yield a full crop, and about one- 
third of the remainder will also yield a full 
crop of 25 bushels per acre. 
The remainder 
is on light sandy soil, or in streaks more or 
less severely affected by the hot winds, aver­ 
aging perhaps not more than seven or eight 
bushels per acre of shipping grain. 
It is safe 
to estimate the total yield of wheat at 5,000,­ 
000 bushels, or ter. bushels to the acre, or 
150.000 tons. 
The most of the wheat will 
class as first and second qualities of shipping. 
The average yield of barley Is probably 
about 25 bushels to the acre, being less 
affected by the desiccating winds, aggregating 
2.500.000 bushels. 
The Assessor's books 
show bearing fruit trees to the number of 
14,500, or about SO acres, this crop being 
somewhat less than the average of grape­ 
vines. The Assessor’s report shows 75,701 
bearing this year a full crop. 
Of cotton there 
are about 1,200 acres, and 40 acres in hops. 
The cotton promises a large yield, and the 
hops are nearly if rot quite equal to any past 
season. The corn crop, principally upon 
irrigated lands, is first-class and more exten­ 
sively cultivated this year than usual. There 
is also an increased acreage devoted to al­ 
falfa, but there is no data accessible to ascer­ 
tain the number of acres cultivated either in 
corn' or alfalfa. 
The farmers generally re­ 
port the grain crops yielding better than they 
expected, after the hot winds in the early 
part of June set in. 
COLUSA COUNTY. 
C o lu sa , July 14th.—Your reporter was 
through the wheat-fields to the north Satur­ 
day and Sunday, and found the crops turning 
out much better than anticipated. 
We have 
about 350,000 acres in wheat, which will 
average about tw'cnty bushels. This gives us 
210.000 tons, and after taking oat the seed 
and enough for home comsumption, will give 
us about 185,00) to sell. 
While a great deal 
of the wheat will be shrunken from the effects 
of the north wind, we will have more good 
wheat than was ever before -hipped from 
this county. 
TEHAMA COUNTY, 
B e d B luer, July 14th.—Tehama county 
will show up exceedingly well in her grain 
crops this season. Many new red lauds have 
been experimented upon successfally, and the 
yield wiH be the largest ever borne by the 
county. The grain is all of good quality, 
club and provo predominating. The average 
yield, judging from the Assessor’s reports, 
will be about 12 bushels per acre on the red 
lands, and 18 to 20 on the bottom lands. 
There is between 250,000 and 300,000 acres 
set into grain in the county. The farmers 
are generally In good spirits, as they are con­ 
fident of the crops turning out better than 
was at first expected, great fears at one time 
being entertained of much shrunken wheat.

ORATION BY SENATOR SARGENT. 


Street Parade and 
General E nthu ­ 
siasm. 


N ew M a n u f a c tu r e s in 
t h e S o u th . 
The cotton planter had to be free from the 
slavery of the slave before he had time to 
test the practical valne of cotton-sced.

point, the making of cotton-seed o il-th e 
South h3S developed manufacturing and 
commercial interests that in one decade 
has doubled the capital invested in cotton. 
The capabilities o f the cotton-seed are 
very plural. 
It supplies the market with 
any and all oils, trom the delicate olive 
with its faint-green tinge to the rich and 
heavy product of the castor-bean. 
Oleo- 
margarine-makers are buying a crude qual­ 
ity, which they retine into creamy-yellow 
butter, fresh-tasting as the famous “ golden 
sheaf ” of Chester county. 
After all 
these good and appetizing things are made, 
the seed-cake is shipped to England, and 
Devon cattle wrax fat on its fibrous grease. 
The changes now talked-of by the sugar- 
makers are no less marvelous. 
The leaves 
and crushed cane are to be made into pa­ 
per. 
As a low-grade wrapping-paper it is 
already a success, but it is to supersede 
rice-paper in cigarette-making «and linen, in 
the parchment, envelopes and letter-paper, 
so valuable where tenacity-and lightness 
are requisite. 
In fact, the possibilities 
claimed by the sugar-mikcrs are only ri­ 
valed by the Arabian Nights 
marvels 
already realized by the genii of cotton.—

San F ra n c is c o , July 14th.—To-day was 
celebrated by the French residents of this 
city of the taking of the Bastile by the 
French populace -the first act in the great 
drama of the French revolution. Great in­ 
terest has been taken in the celebration, and 
the military display aud literary exercises at 
the Grand Opera House this alternoon were 
of great interest. 
All of the French socie­ 
ties have decorated their buildings, and prom­ 
inent French citizens b.ave made a handsome 
display of bunting in different parts of the 
city. 
Lafayette Hall, 730 Montgomery street, 
was the rendezvous for the different military 
companies and other associations that com­ 
posed the procession. 
At 1 o’clock the La­ 
fayette Guard, Captain 
Lutfcringer; the 
French Zouaves, Captain Boutee ; the Swiss 
Carbineers, Captain Heusler ; the Sutuner 
Guard, Captain Robertson ; the French and 
Swiss societies and numerous French citizens 
formed in line and marched from the hall to 
Washington street, thence to Kearny, where 
a halt was made and the fl*g of the French 
Consulate was saluted. The procession then 
marched along Kearny street to Third and 
Mission streets, and the Grand Opera Hoiue, 
where the principal exercises of the day were 
held. 
AT THE GRAND 01*£BA HOUSE. 
The exterior of the Grand Opera House was 
beautifully decorated. Opposite the entrance 
stood four Venetian masts, from which floated 
the tri-color, and which were entwined with 
evergreens. Over the main entrance was a 
trophy of Hags—American and French—sur­ 
rounded by a large blue shield on which, in 
letters of gold, were “ R. F.”—Republique 
Fraucaise. Above was a statue of Liberty 
enlightening the world, being a fae^-simile of the 
gift of France to America, and which is to be 
erected on Staten Island, New York. On 
either side of the doorwa}' are shields bearing 
the figures “ 1880,” surrounded by flags grace­ 
fully festooned. 
With these decorations of 
bunting were tningl d festoons of evergreens, 
some of which extend from the building to 
the 
large 
lamp-posts on 
the sidewalk. 
Wreaths and festoons of evergreens were hung 
upon the glass partition within the main 
entrance, and beyond were rows of ferns 
and palms, forming walls of deep green 
foliage on both sides of the vestibule. 
Oa 
either side is a stand of colors and a tri-color 
shield. 
lu the center of the vestibule a floral 
temple was erected over a fountain, the bowls 
of which were filled with fragrant flowers. 
The four columns supporting the roof of the 
temple were composed of richly-colored flow­ 
ers, the roof being a mass of evergreens and 
blossoms, surmounted by a shield, the three 
colors shown being formed in violets, pinks 
and geraniums. 
In front of this floral temple 
stood a large vase filled with exotic flowers. 
Suspended from the balcony were ten Hags, 
grouped about a large shield. 
A rich fernery 
nearly concealed the large mirror, above and 
about which were festoons of evergreens and 
flags. The galleries of the auditorium wrere 
draped in colored bunting, with shields at in­ 
tervals, each bearing the name of some illus­ 
trious Frenchman. 
The proscenium boxes 
were festooned with evergreens, and be­ 
tween each two _ boxes was a stand of 
colors and a shield. 
On 
either 
side 
of the stage are 
large 
American and 
French flags, «above which were gracefully 
festooned the French, Swiss and American 
flags. On either side of the stage is a large 
fern tree, one bearing a wreath on which are 
the figures “ 1789,” and on the other a wreath 
bearing “ La Prise de la Bastile.” 
The ex­ 
ercises opened with an introductory address 
by President Weill. Then followed the read­ 
ing of the Declaration of the Rights of Man 
and of the Citizen, by M. E. Marque ; hymn, 
Societe de POrpheon Francaiae ; oration in 
English, A. A. Sargent: 44 The Star Spangled 
Banner,” Miss Ellen Conreen ; French dis­ 
course, M. A. Goustiaux, Orator of the Day ; 
“ La Marseillaise,” Madame Zeiss-Dennis; 
poem, by A. Masson, recited by S. Bonnet ; 
closing selections, orchestra. 
THE ENGLISH ORATION. 
The following oration was delivered in 
English by ex-United States Senator Sargent: 
There are ejjochs in a tation’s life which separate, 
like impassable gulfs, its pait and future. They 
break the chain that history forges. They remit to 
a former world the customs, thoughts, privileges, 
miseries, that just now engross a people ; and they 
call to life new emotions, hopes, liberties and forms 
of society. It is fitting to commemorate such when 
they tend to enlarge the horizon of humanity, and 
lift the masses of mankind upon a higher plane. 
.Such an epoch was the 14th of July, 1780. Ninety 
years ago a noble nation awoke to its rights, and 
struck Its first effective blow for their vindication. 
Before the assault of tlie unorganized people there 
fell the massive fortress which was more than .an In- 
strument—it was a symbol of despotic power, and 
with it fell traditions, and forms, and tyrannies, that 
had for centuries repressed the spirit and starved the 
hopes oi a generous i>eople. 
BIRTH OF A GIANT. 
On that day the people were self-crowned as sov­ 
ereign of France. A young giant was bom whose 
ticad soon startled the nations. 
Half blind with 
pain aud suffering, inexperienced, surprised at its 
own strength, striking at privilege, and sometimes 
unjustl3? at those who held it, there were deeds done 
by the people on that day, and on many succeeding 
days, which calmer reason may now disapprove : but 
the result was a vanquished despotism, an enfran­ 
chised people, a deeper meaning to popular truths, a 
revelation of rights and duties, precious beyond es­ 
timate to France and all mankind.. The popular 
branch of the French Legislature has decreed that 
this day shall be perpetually a holiday, and French­ 
men at home, and wherever they are diaoersed 
about the globe, celebrate it with high observance. 
The free heart of France beats to-day with solemn 
and sublime emotions, and it.-s pulsations are felt in 
this grand assembly of its sons and daughters. It 
was a fitting act for the existing popular body of the 
Republic to mark an era that made a republic p a si­ 
ble. 
With wise discrimination they put their finger 
on this day, rather than on that just one year after, 
when the French people, in vast assembly, cele­ 
brated the confederation, and d .creed universal lib­ 
erty, equality and fraternity. They noted this day 
rather than any other, on which a determined peo­ 
ple struggled, or, iu more peaceful hours, e n- 
structed a new Government; for it was necessary to 
destroy in order to build, and the destruction of the 
Bastile wa3 the first step taken in the process of dis­ 
encumbering France of old customs and tyrannies. 
It was only by tearing down that which for hoary 
years had dishonored bumanityand defied God, that 
it was )MMsible to erect a government of the peonle, 
by the people, for the people. 
THE EVENT. 
There are those who recognize in the event you 
celebrate only the .act of a furious and merciless 
mob, and think the glory of the achievement can • 
celled by the spasmodic cruelty that accompanied 
it. Such 6ce the gory head of Lunay, carried on a 
pike, bowed with mock courtesy to the statue of 
Henry IV., and this spectacle obliterates tlicir sym­ 
pathy for the suffering millions in the extremity of 
f&mine and despair, who then and afterwards struck 
down all emblems and agents of despotism. 
Ed­ 
mund Burke’s sympathies ran with the revolution­ 
ists until they laid hands on the Queen of France. 
Taiue finds only words of hot indignation and re­ 
proach for the rude work and workers who origi­ 
nated and completed the revolution. 
Such wild 
proceedings offend the great historian's taste. Yet 
no one than he has more clearly, if unconsciously, 
delineated the justify.ng causes that worked for 
centuries in France, grinding out the souls of men 
and leading up to this crisis. 
I have little tolerance 
for this sentimentality that measures war and revo­ 
lution by the rule of peace and order, or that sees 
in quiet and submission to evils supreme good. 
France could only be free by violently emancipating 
itself from the Bourbons. 
Better that blood flow 
over a throne than under i t ! Better that the few 
perish in the agonizing throes of a nation’s new 
birth -those whose claims of privilege antagonizes 
regeneration and makes it hopeless—than that 
generitions should abjectly grovel and die ! Men 
aud things are consumed by the heat evolved by 
vast popular movement®, and the stronger the re­ 
sistance the more consuming the fire. So it was in 
France in 1730. To the astonishment of the privi­ 
leged classes there suddenly arose a formidable 
power, undefined and destructive, on which no one 
seemed to have any hold, and which, with its parent, 
howling and mis-shapen Liberty, as they saw it, sat 
at the threshold of the revolution, like Milton’s two 
spectres at the gates of hell. Before this formida­ 
ble power every feudal barrier went down. The 
monarchy, the aristocracy, the church, moss grown 
privilege, selfish tradition, all fell down. A new 
idea was wrought into the texture of society—the 
equality of 
the citizen. 
These 
revolutionists 
evinced a devout belief in the theory that the true 
sm ree of authority is the consent of the governed. 
This was the fundamental axiom of their jio’.itical 
faith, to question which was treason to the State. 
To apply such a doctrine to France, as then held and 
governed; to enforee it outside of the law, as it 
must be to be enforced at all, was to thrust a t- rdi 
into a powder magazine. What wonder that expl • 
sion followed ; that the air was full of flying fra r 
ments of old institutions, and even of mangl d 
victims! 
REVOLUTION.

CAUSES OF THE REVOLUTION. 
But they did want if. and died in herds, while 
luxury ami extra\ ogance corrunted 
the 
upjn-r 
classes. 
In Normandy people lived or. the gross of 
the fields. 
St. Simon declared that “ the first king 
of Europe is great siiuph by being a king of beggars 
and bv tur: ing his k ngdotn into a vast hospital of 
dying pe pie, from whom their all in taüen w ithout 
a murmur ” The pictures of distress during the 
century are numerous and horrible. 
No Incident of 
privation is wanli >g, either in tin* provinces or in 
Paris. 
Yet the rigor of the Tax Collector increased 
with the misery, and the King's troops shot down 
remonstrants. 
The ato cions burdens fell only on 
the poor, and were therefore moro insupport abb- 
• he tax-gatlierer, to whom the revenues were 
farmed, »natchcd his crust while exempting the 
feast of the tit!* d and rich. 
Political economists 
hold that one*half of the pro*luce «if the soil belong» 
to the soil, and must bo left inviolate to the hus­ 
bandman, else he falls into misery and ruin. 
The 
exactions levied on the cultivators, and mercilesfth 
extracte*?, were two thirds and even three fourth», 
and the result was widespread, hopeless poverty 
and starvation. 
The agonj of that long lamine 
could but accumulate wrath for the day of retribu­ 
tion. 
No regard was paid to personal liberty or rights. 
The worst characteristic 
f feudalism w as its con 
tempt for the personal liberty of th* subj vt. 
This 
was illustrated not merely b> I*Ur* < rfe <• < • « ?, that 
w re often issued at the solicitation of a favorite, 
and consigned the noble to the lia-ifilc 
Thousands 
of persons, male and fcm.de, on charge ot vagrancy, 
languished in confinement year after year. w»th no 
provision for trial or deliverance, i\*d on naiiscou» 
food, manv the vicrims of prejudice, or the crime of 
others, the law being the convenient ins*» im cntof 
private dislike and revenge. 
With all these and 
many other aggravations of misery, the rich and 
great held themselves ajwirt with lofty insolence. 
With marked exceptions, they were generally Indif­ 
ferent to the suffering everywhere, turning I‘«iris 
and Franco into a ohanud-hou.se. “ In Paris.' wrote 
Merrier, “ the people arc weak and pallid, diminu 
tive, stunted, maltreated, and apparently a das-* 
apart from other classes in the State. 
The rich ui a 
titled who possess equipages, enjoy ine privilege of 
crushing them, or of mutilating them in the Streep. 
There is no convenience ¡or foot-passengers, :n sid«- 
walks. 
Hundreds of victims die annually ni.d •> the 
carriage wheels.” 
TERRIBLE SCENES. 
Oi ler 
was m intained as 
King 
* it 
wm-* 
only through fear and force. 
This oondition 
of things lasted down to 17áJ. 
iu that year 
destructive 
storms 
c pped 
the 
climax 
of 
misery. There was no white bread ir» Frm «• \ m d 
it*substitute was black, earthy and bitter. 
Whilo 
pinching famine blighted the country, Paris was 
also a famishing city. To 
bread fit for dog» 
men must stand in line for hours, and light for it 
like dogs. 
The dearth was not great r. nor the 
food worse, in Paris besieged in December, 137‘>, 
than in Paris tranquil in July, 1789. 
The poor 
could get no work, i«»r there were ;io industrie*», 
and the moderately wealthy were reduced also t«> 
want. 
The exacting tax-gatherer still pliefi his 
vocation, to feed the extravagance of the Court, 
which seized oa the public revenues as personal 
perquisites, and used them arbitrnriK and waste- 
fully. 
Liurnan en uranee could no farther go, and 
slight events turned silent discontent into fiolitical 
passion. 
If, as was said at the commencement of 
the American Revolution, respect for the opinion of 
mankind demands that a people shall assign the 
causes which im|>el them tooverthrowagovernment, 
and organize another in such form as shall seem 
to them best fitted to secure their future happiness 
aud security, certainly your forefathers had the 
deepest reasons for their action. The causes moving 
them lacked 110 element of gravit'. and conclusive­ 
ness. They suffered under a hideous array of 
wrongs, perhaps unparalleled in history. 
But they 
bad al-o wonderfully clear ideas of human rights. 
Their philosophers bad s]»eeiilatcd upon aud taught 
the rights of man, partly for intellectual amuse­ 
ment and partly from «ohvictiou. 
These ideas i. 
become fashionable in the salon, ha*l been heard 
tradesmen and servants, become the theme at cutes, 
the inspiration of countless pampbteta nnd of the 
press, and gradually permeated the whole structure 
of society. In this misery the sufferer asked himself 
if the doctrine of equality, of fraternity, or liberty, 
could be practically applied, and leave him to ]>orie-ti 
with hunger, that the tin taxed aristocrat might 
fea st; or to bo ridden dow n in the street, or shot 
down by Swiss guards, or thrown liopelessly into a 
noisome prison. However vague the |>opular concer 
lion of these great truths, they seemed inconsistent 
with 
In change there was hope ; but change could only 
como by destruction. 
Opposed to * lunge were the 
monarchy and privileged classes. Then these must 
be stricken down. 
It was the hard logic of the situ­ 
ation. The hesitating aud partial concessions of the 
King only gave sanction to a ¡ op ilar demand that 
had before doubted its own validity. 
Louis himself 
wa> a cause of the revolution, nor merely in being 
the |>osseB8or of hereditary power and representative 
of privilege, but by his feeblem 
and amiability 
by his lack of force to attempt the irrcst of the 
monarchy as it glided down ;he declivity. 
Said 
Mirabeau: “ The King is undecided and weak be 
yond all expression ; his character resembled those 
oiled ivory bulls which one vainly strives to ke p to­ 
gether.” Thu3 tierce, impelling causes drove the 
nation into revolution, and imbecility and selfishness 
aid d by their fe ble dissent. 
The people who haul 
been crushed beneath the w heels of the great, who 
had bled and starved from time immemorial, win 
had endured all the miseries e- nsequent from tvran- 
ny, at last turned upon tlicir oppressors, at first 
with uncertain and hesitating blows, but finally with 
cruel and relentless str- k •*. 
U was a Nemesis in­ 
vited by ages of wrong. 
I..:, no one overlook the 
causes, who would pronounce on the work done : 
and let no one overlook the result v.orki. J out for 
France and civilization, in the vindication of the 
rights of self-government in a European State, and 
in the broad, happy prosperity that now* reposes iu 
the !s»ud that witnessed the Terror. 


A FRENCH PJEiUllZi, 
Since the takiug «>i cue i > . » « » w n to the pres­ 
ent, the constant idea of enlightened French rain \s 
has been to realize a republic. 
There have been in 
finite difficulties in the way of this realization, and 
multiplied causes for failure whenever attempted. 
Fortunately many of these crises are disappearing 
with time. 
One of the most, prominent obstacles to 
the success of French republicanism has been the 
roots and snags of royalty and imperialism ; the va­ 
rious pretenders to a divine right to own and rule 
over the French pc«*ple; the favored first sons or 
COU41H3 of families whoee ancestors held and abused 
power in France, and who must h .ve 'ransmitted to 
their descendants an unimpeachable claim to do it 
also. 
These men and their retain* rs have con­ 
stantly watched for moments of weakness or dissen­ 
sion or weariness, to re-establish despotism. They 
have tormented strife, riirred.np di content, de­ 
bauched with promises »»7 
• M, perpetrated coups 
d'etat, f r long years at a time seized aad held tlio 
coveted sovereignty, a d then vnisbod, each in 
turn, like shadows, either before the military power 
of Europe which they hud antagonized, or at the fiat 
of the French people, no longer tolerating their pre­ 
tensions and cheap pageantry, but reverting to the 
idea of a republic and equality of right®. 
As I have said, time is removing this obstacle to 
republicanism in France. 
The la:>cc of a Zulu may 
have stricken down a gallant and worthy youth, but 
it relieved France of a fu:uro danger. 
Imperialism 
in the person of “ Napoleon V.,” or any other exist­ 
ing Bonapartist, is a thing for derision, not tor 
fears; and os much may be said of any other pre­ 
tender tJ a right t » erect and occupy a throne in 
Franco. 
An obvious cause of a ]XMtponed it public 
ar 
France has been ihe hostility of European nn n- 
archies to such an example in their neighboring ¿ 
Republican institutions, on such u seal»», on Euro­ 
pean soil, w ere deemed a menace to every throne 
while the fat.» of Louis YVL, his Queen and cour 
tiers, were calculated to burn horrible memories 
into the soul of every monarth 
The warlike vigor 
of the early revolutionists, with their maxims of 
universal emancipation, enforced in clouds of dust 
and seas of blood, on scenes of actúan where less-in­ 
spired combatants were scattered a« i: by whirl­ 
winds, excited unconquerable feais. 
Time has mod­ 
ified those old prejudices and calmed those old fears. 
Louis Napoleon falsely declared “ I.’w p ir e e'est 
la p a ix ” His Empire was the product of v i lence. 
Its only luster was gained by wan*, and it peri&hed 
in war. 
But of the present Go ver», men i it jnay be- 
truthfully said La Republique c'e*t la paix. Of this 
the European nations seem convinced, and to be 
now less watchful of offense. Meantime the treasury 
oveiflows, and taxes are reduced. The French ra­ 
tion is the most prosperous in Europe, and there is 
glorious promise for the future cf the republic. That 
it is yet beset with dangers cannot be doubted. 
It 
has still enemies within and without. 
But it has 
bravely held its own for nine years past, guided by 
wise statesmanship and enlightened purpose, ami 
grows in strength with age. 
THE GRAND PROMISE. 
Asan American, imbued with repjblican princi­ 
ples believing in the great maxims illustrated by 
the heroes and martyrs of France who have died in 
resistance to tyranny or labored against 41 • odds and 
obstacles to establish liberty, equality and frater­ 
nity ; as an American revering the lend of J. lay­ 
ette, 1 hail with joy this grand promise tor free in­ 
stitutions in France, and with all my heart unite 
with you in celebrating this day.

recreative exercises than those of sedentary 
liabits, bu t in eith er case violence in exer­ 
cise is as dangerous as perfect rest, and 
either extrem e is to bo avoided.
